12 THE ANNUAL STATE BUDGET OR THROUGH AN APPROVED BUDGET AMENDMENT

13 UNDER 88 7-209 AND 7-210 OF THE STATE FINANCE AND PROCUREMENT ARTICLE.

14 © (1) THE SECRETARY MAY DISTRIBUTE NOT MORE THAN 5% OF THE NET
15 PROCEEDS OF THE FUND TO A PROMOTIONAL ACCOUNT TO BE USED TO PROMOTE
16 FURTHER DONATIONS TO THE FUND.

17 (2 AFTER MAKING THE DISTRIBUTION ALLOWED UNDER PARAGRAPH
18 (1) OF THIS SUBSECTION, THE SECRETARY SHALL USE THE REMAINDER OF THE NET
